Toronto,—Changes in weather re- 
act neither favorably nor adversely 
on influenza, says Dr. John T, Phair 
of the Ontario department of health. 

“There is no. foundation for ‘the 
presumption that cold weather checks 
the spread of influenza and the germ 
is not lying around on slushy pave- 
ments,” he said. ‘The disadvantage 
of .wet feet is offset by exposure in 


‘| extra cold weather. 


“The important thing is . devising 
some scheme of raising resistance to 
the disease,” he said. “The germ is 
in the nose and throat of a carrier or 
patient, and is passed on to some ex- 
posed individual, usually by a cough.” 

Outbreaks of. influenza were 're- 
ported small in most districts. Most 
cases were of a mild nature. The 
death toll for the province stood at 
seven, five of which were in Toronto.

the ordinary haphazard snapshot. 
How much attention do we, as ama- 
teurs, really pay to how light ilMi- 
minates our subject when we aim 
our cameras? 

Suppose we are- photographing a 
person, do we take the pains to 
avoid harsh front lighting, which 
makes our subject squint and casts 

| deep shadows into eyes and from 

| the nose. This usually happens when 
the sun is high and directly strikes 

| the front of the subject. Especially 

| 

| 


in the case of a close-up the shadows 
that delineate the features are like- 
ly to be unpleasantly harsh. 

Do we seek to discover the light 
angles that are most pleasing? Usu- 
ally light coming from the side or a 
bit from behind the subject makes a 
better picture. 

Do we observe the tone ot the 

principal object of interest? If the 
object is dark do we note whether it 
is in such deep shadow that. it is in 
danger of merging. with the back- 
ground when the negative is devel- 
oped and the print made? 
Do we notice whether a light col- 
ored subject is in a full glare of 
light without a dark background be- 
hind it to set it off? Sometimes a 
background that seems to be dark 
may not prove effective because of 
unobserved light reflections such as 
from the surface of water. 

‘Some of the most famous photog- 
raphers gtress the intelligent use of 


light to an almost unbelievable de- 
gree. When working with artificial 
light, they may use thousands of 
watts on such a seemingly easily 
photographed subject as a basket of 
eggs. Théy carefully study the ef: 
fects of variations in light intensi- 
ty, how they affect sharpness of 
shadow outline, shadow density, 
shadow gradations. They experiment 
with these effects, shifting camera, 
lights, or the subject itself, and de- 
creasing or increasing the volume 
of flumination. They want to show 
you @ picture of that basket of eggs 
that is’ realistic-enough to tempt 
you.to reach your hand into the 
basket and pick one up, and by con- 
trolling the lighting, they~ succeed 
in doing just about that very thing. 

We, too, as amateurs, can im- 
mensely improve the quality of our 
pictures if we will but study and con- 
sider light effects, whether from the 
light of the sun or from home photo 
lamps. ’ 

‘Obviously, there can be no rigid 
rules for selecting or arranging light 
effects, considering’ the infinite va- 
riety of picture subjects, often quite 
differently affected by similar light 
conditions, Getting the right effects 
depends upon how much sense of the: 
artistic we possess, plus experience 
sizing up the picture chance. 

But there is one general rule, and 
that is to seek cdntrast in the high- 


lights and shadows that compose 
the outline, substance and back-

Aid HB. Navigation 


Discover Fine, Deepwater Channel At 
Entrance Of Hudson Strait — 

What the marine department de- 
scribes as a “fine, deepwater chan- 
nel” at the western entrance of Hud- 
son Strait has been charted by the 
hydrograpphic branch and possesses 
many. advantages. .The new channel 
runs between Digges Island ahd Cape 
Wolstenholme, which is the sharp 
point where Hudson Strait ends and 
Hudson Bay begins. ct 

The distance is 22 miles, and the 
depth of the channel 1s.600 feet. The 
repost says it is ice-free in the late 
fall for some 10 days after the usual 
ship’s route north of Digges Island 
is filled with ice. 

The newly charted channel pos- 
sesses a “bleak grandeur,” the re- 
port says, continuing: ; 

“At the eastern entrance of the 
sound on the mainland side, stands 
Cape Wolstenholme, a great rock 
promontory, whose perpendicular 
walls rise 1,000 feet from the water’s 
edge. From this great headland, the 
- sound {is walled for several miles by 
stupendous cliffs. Hudson Strait 
possesses a wealth of magnificent 
cliffs; but nowhere do they rival in 
rugged grandeur the cliffs of Wol- 
atenholme, Greatly weathered by 
, the action of the elements, these 
sheer rock walls have assumed the 
shape and sombre grey of old cathe- 
dral ruins.” 


Hard On Astronomers 


Eclipse Of Sun Will Last Longest In 
Middle Of Pacific Ocean 

The longest total eclipse of the sun 

since 1804, lasting seven minutes and 

four seconds, is the chief event on 

the astronomer’s calendar for the 

new year. This will rein ean 


8. Unfortunately, there is po ‘land 
at the place where it lasts Iohgedt, in 
the middle of the Pacific Ocean. Use- 
ful observations can be made from 
shipboard, but the slight unsteadiness 
of a ship, even on a calm sea, will 
prevent many researches. for which 
this long eclipse would he ideally 
adapted. 7 

The-shadow will first touch earth 
in the Pacific Ocean in the vicinity 
of the New Hebrides, where the sun 
will rise eclipsed. Then it crosses the 
ocean and leaves the earth in. Peru, 
where the’ sun sets while still hidden. 
At both the beginning and end of 
the track, the duration will riot be as 
much as at the centre, and the sun 
will be very low in the sky, which 
will hamper observations.—Detroit 
Saturday Night.,

problems of Canada, and the use of 
aircraft in. developing and conserving 
natural resources has increased each 
year. In 1925 there were only 39 
licensed aircraft in the ‘Dominion: By 
1935 the figure had grown to 380 and 
to-day air-mail and  air-transport 
lines are in operation in many parts 
of the country. In 1925 only a little} 
over .a@ half-a-million pounds of 
freight were carried by’air. In 1935 
the amount had grown to over 26,- 
000,000 pounds, while mail-matter 
had grown from 1,080 pounds in

Commercial air transport has 
proved of immense value to Canadian 
mining. Aircraft are first used in 
preliminary surveys of new territory.

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Writers are continually referring 
to. examinations of hawks’ stomachs 
made in a foreign country, a thou- 
sand or more miles away, perhaps 
when conditions are different. I know 
of some such examinations that were 
made from: hawks collected from 
taxidermists, but the weakness to me 
of such examinations is: In most 
cases these hawks are secured by | 
taxidermists from hunters who, while 
perhaps hunting rabbits in winter, 
shot a hawk and sent it to the taxi- 
dermist to be mounted. Hunters are| 
not sending hawks to taxidermists to 
be mounted during hot summer 
months because the specimens would 
spoil en route. Thus if the truth 
were known the imens the taxi- 
dermists get are the ones killed dur- 
ing cold winter months, when per- 
haps the snow is two feet deep. . Thus 
what are the circumstances: At this 
season of the year ‘your song, insec- 
tivorous and other bird life is all 
down in Florida, Mexico or Central 
America, @nd these’ hawk stomachs 
naturally contain rats, mice, squirrel, 
rabbits, partridge, quail and so forth. 
Why, because other bird life have all 
migrated out of the country, but if 
these same hawks’ stomachs were 
examined in late May or June they 
would tell a different story. 

Don’t. misundrstand me and think 
we want to kill, kill, kill, but we be- 
lieve man should control, instead of 
the hawks. That is to say, if hawks: 
attack our mourning doves, which are 
valuable 365 days in the year as weed 
seed destroyer, or our barn yard fowl 
we are raising for market, we be- 
lieve in a man atepping in and killing 
the said hawks. And those are the 
only hawks we are attacking, namely 
the ones that attack us. As has 
been said before, men are not. going 
out on hawk hunting expeditions in 
Ontario, and the hawks that are being 
killed are the ones attacking’ one’s 
personal property, 80 why so much 
her by you eity people?

ving in the country 365 days in the 
year and who can see with their own 
eyes, are not writing to protect the 
hawks. But those going into a rage 
over killing a hawk are the ones liv-

Even your so-called “good” hawks 
at times will steal chickens, and I 
don't believe in having laws to pro- 
tect this “good” hawk, and at the 
same time imprison a man for com- 
mitting the same act, namely steal- 
ing chickens. 

Here at our bird sanctuary we are 
raising between 1,000 and 2,000 
mourning doves annually, which live 
practically all on weed seeds. Besides 
several hundred Bob-White Quail go 
out from here each year, saying notte 
ing about the hundreds of other song 
and insectivorous birds that are an 
over-flow from our protected area 
brought about by us protecting them 
from their natural enemies. What is 
the overflow of bird life to this coun- 
try through the fact you have lived? 
Instead of you spending your time 
condemning our actions here at the 
bird sanctuary, why not get out and 
put your own scientific thought and 
theory into action so that 'we ignor- 
ant people can see how things should 
be managed.
